Results Came Fast 

RFE ‘correspondents’ located in al- 
most every European country, report- 
ed that satellite peoples were listening 
to RFE programs and are advertising 
them by word-of-mouth. Escapees 
through the iron curtain reported that 
the programs were developing resis- 
ance to communist overlords. Com- 
munist radio in East Germany, Mos- 
cow and its “stooge” stations in cap- 
tive countries issued shrill rebuttals 
to facts broadcast by RFE and threat- 
ened RFE personnel with execution 


when Western Germany was “liber- 
ated.” 
At this same time, the 1950 Cru- 


sade for freedom was in the making 
that was to enlist mill- 
jons of Americans as a living force 
in support of RFE. Under the spon- 
sership of Gen. Lucius D. Clay, a sev- 
en-week launched on 
September 4th, 1950 During this same 
month, Edgar M. Elbert, now first 
vice-president of Lions International, 
attended a Crusade meeting for na- 
tional men's ser- 
vice organizafions. He was highly im- 
pressed with the movement and prom 
ised support of the Lions Internation- 
al office in circulating Crusade mat- 
erial to district governors. A number 
of Lions clubs subsequently sponsor- 
ed Crusade activities in their com- 
munities. Past Int. President Fred W. 
Smith active in the Call- 
fornia campaign. 
The World Freedom Bell, designed 
Walter Dorwin Teague, was adop- 
ted as a symbol of the Crusade. It 
stands eight feet high and is wrought 
in bronze, During the seven weeks of 
the campaign, the bell visited many 
U.S. cities.

October 24th was the clmax of the 
Crusade. On that day the Freedom 
fell was installed in City Hall Tower 
of West Berlin with dedication cere- 
monies attended by hundreds of 
thousands of people from both east 
and west zones of Berlin, As part of 
the ceremonies, the Freedom Scrolls 
were enshrined in the base of the bell 
Then the bell pealed--the high mom- 
ent of the ceremony! Every day since 
it has rung out over the air of Ber- 
lin, Its ringing peal is the signature 
for all Radio Free Europe programs, 
thus representing the living voice of 
freedom to those behind the iron cur- 
tain. 

With the money contributed during 
the 1950 Crusade, a new station was 
erected in Munich. 

This is the most powerful medium- 
wave station in the world, It 1s 
beamed directly at Czechosovakia, a 
particularly vulnerable spot in the 
Soviet sphere. Its first program was 
broadcast May 1st, 1951, and it now

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TB DEATHS DECLINE 

Alberta’s death rate for 1950 was 
19.3 per 100,000 the lowest yet re- 
ported, it was revealed today by C. 
Robert Dickey, General Secretary of 
the Alberta Tuberculosis Association, 
Total number of deaths was 173. 

Alberta has the third lowest death 
rate from TB in Canada, Ontario be- 
ing lowest with a rate of 13 per 
100,000 and Saskatchewan second 
lowest, With a rate of 18.5, Mr. Dickey 


pointed out that Alberta is rapidly 
overtaking Saskatchewan for second 
place. He said, “In 1941 Alberta's 


death rate was 40 per 100,000, which 
was 50 per cent higher. We think we 
have a good chance of having Cana- 
da's second lowest death rate within 
another year or two.” 

The tuberculosis control program in 
Alberta is second to none on the con- 
tinent, according to Mr. Dickey, and 
is improving, with expand. 
ing community surveys through the 
Christmas Seal mobile units, and ex- 
tension in TB-screening of hospital 
admissions. The Alberta Department

Warfare On Rats 

Rats (and mice) have been a con- 
tinuing menace to food production 
and public health throughout human 
history. Every year, rats destroy 
or contaminate vast quantities of 
grain and grain products, milled feed 
and other foods. The rat a car- 
rier of disease, has always been 4 
threat to public health. 

Serious Menace. A single rat can 
eat or spoil over 100 pounds of grain 
a year, besides becoming a parent 
or grand-parent to hundreds of 
other rats. Rat damage is always 
conspicuous whenever large quanti- 
ties of grain have to be stored either 
on farms or elsewhere, for long 
periods in,temporary storage. Under 
such conditions, effective rat control 
is doubly important and can only 
be achieved by following three fun- 
damentals — sanitation, trapping, 
ind poisoning ‘ 
% Research Pays Of. “Bait shyne 
has always been a problem in rat 
control. Fifteen years ago Scientists 
at the University of Wisconsin be- 
gan to study “Sweet Clover Sick 
ness” in cattle, where animals after 
eating spoiled sweet clover, died 
from internal bleeding. The chem- 
ical factor involved was _ isolated, 
named Dicumarol and proved use- 
ful in Medicine as a blood anti- 
coagulant. Further work lead to 
the discoverv of a verv toxic related 
chemical which proved to be an 
effective rodent killer and wa 
named Warfarin. 

A New Control. Warfarin is a 
slow acting poison. It kills rats and 
mice in from 3 to 10 days by thin- 
ning the blood. For best results 
provide plenty of bait (using cereal 
grains) and renew the
